Disability Pensions: Any vet- 
eran of either World War, or 
who served during Korea, should 
remember that if he ever be- 
comes totally and permanently 
disabled in civilian life, he is 
entitled to a monthly pension 
payable by the Veterans Admin- 
istration. 

As well as younger vets who 
become disabled, many older 
ones may qualify for this bene- 
fit if they are forced to retire 
from work because of total dis- 
ability, as oldsters often are, and 
can receive this benefit in addi- 
tion to Social Security. 

Death Benefits: Dependents’ 
pensions often are payable to 
the widow, surviving children

Family Farmers, Labor Against 
Knight Feather River Giveaway 


Harry H. Hollins, editor of the Kern County Labor Jour- 
nal, calls attention to a criticism of the proposed Feather 
River Project, voiced by “George Sehlmeyer, head of the 
California State Grange, a farm organization composed of 
family-size farmers.” ; 

Sehlmeyer says of State Engineer A. D. Edmonston’s 
report urging that the Feather River Project be pushed through 
by the State under a billion and a half dollars bonding project: 

“He is determined to thwart the orderly development of the 
States water and power resources under Federal control by tsolat- 
ing his project from both the Trinity-San Luis and the Central 
Valley Project ... He is playing deliberately into the hands of 
the large landholders and the corporation farmers by leaving out 
of his proposal the 160-acre limitation clause.” 

Sehlmeyer goes on to explain that State Engineer Edmon- 
ston is urging arrangements for the handling of the power 
from the proposed super-gigantic State project which would 
benefit the private utilities: 

“The PG&E figures prominently in Edmonston’s plan... If 
you are familiar with PG&E’s past record, you recognize that the 
company has a notorious affinity for making money. What Ed- 
monston hasn’t explained is this nrofit which the utility will make 
from the consumer for transmitting the power.” 

Sehlmeyer keeps refering to State Enaineer Edmonston, 
but how about State Governor Knight? Fact is, Governor 
Knight in his message to the Legislature on January 3 said this: 

“The Feather River Project is a major unit of our long range 
California water plan and will be financed, constructed, and oper- 
ated by the State of California.” 


The Governor in his message then referred to the report 


said: 

“When this report is presented to the Legislature, we will have 
ended the era of planning on the Feather River Project and we 
will have entered the era of financing and construction, and sug- 
gested means of financing. There is immediate need for the proj- 
ect. I urgently recommend that the Legislature take immediate 
steps to determine the proper and most effective means of raising 
the funds necessary for construction.”

boom. Galbraith is author of a 
book, “The Great Crash,” which 
tells what happened in 1929. He 
told the Senate group that there 
are “unhealthy elements” in the 
stock market today as there 
were in the late 1920’s, “resem- 
blances which are certainly in- 
teresting and possibly disturb- 
ing.”
